According, to rumor, when the war was over Zhukov ad- 
vocated that the kolkhozes should be disbanded, and that, as the fruits of victory, 
the peasants should have their own farms. Another rumor was that Zhukov wanted to 
send the Jews to Palestine, as they are not popular in the USSR. One shipment of 
2000 Jews actually left the USSR but they were all drowned on the way. When Zhukov 
discussed with Stalin the desirability of sending the Jews out of the USSR, Stalin’s 
second wife, who is a Jewess, pulled out a gun and shot at Zhukov. Whatever Zhukov 
wanted to do to improve the living conditions of the people he was obstructed and re- 
ceived no support from the other leaders. Rumors are current that Zhukov wanted to 
come over to the West. 
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
